Dicken, 61, widely known Arkansas 
educator and author, died suddenly 
late Thursday in a downtown office 
here from heart attack. 


Dr. Dicken, who had headed the 


recent infantile paralysis fund cam- 
)aign in Arkansas, was stricken while 
le* was talking over the telephone to 
a long-time friend, C. Hamilton Moses 
Little Rock attorney, from the Ar- 
tansas Power and Light company's 
offices. 


Known throughout the stale as a 


leader in the administrative education 
[ield, Dr. Dicken formerly was pres- 
ident of Ouachita College at Arkadel- 
phia and later headed the El Dorado 
public schools and junior college. He 
was a lecturer and had written a num- 
ber'of articles ,one of the best known 
being his book on "The History of 
Judaism." 


From 1911 to 1915, Dr. Dicken was 


president of the Mary Cormon Col- 
lege al Paris, Texas. In 1916 he became 
president of Ouachila College where 
he remained fo rlO years before re- 
signing in 1926.

In a dny when men, women and 


children are being slaughtered by the 
thousands, and even by the millions, 
and when nations that ought to have 
absorbed Christian teaching and prac- 
tice are at war,: a skeptic might be 
ironical about a Sunday School les- 
son on "Holding Life Sacred."

violence today makes it all the more 
necessary that Christians should not 
loao their faith or their vision, a'nd 
th.at we should put all the more em- 
phasis upon the Christian teaching 
concerning the sncrodness of life, 


It is fitting that for a lesson like 


tills wo should go back to the earl- 
iest book of the Bible; for there, 
in these earliest records of religion 
among the Hebrew people, is set 
down the profound 
teaching 
con- 


cerning war and peace and the means 
of achieving peace, os found in the 
story'of Abraham and Lot. The por- 
tion from Genesis taken for our les- 
son emphasizes, perhaps, the general 
glory of God's creation—the sacred - 
ness of man as made in God's own 
image and likeness—and itvis fitting 
tliat we should put this fact ahead 
of all. 


But 'one would like to enforce this 


lesson with the story of Cain and 
Abel that so soon follows in the Gen- 
esis record; for there we have not only 
the leaching concerning man and the 
sacredness of life, but the emphasis 
upon tragedy of loss and the impos- 
sibility of restoring what 'was lost 
It is true that often we do not realize 
the worth of things until we have 
lost them, and Cain did not realize 
the full horror of what he had done 
until !'L- realized that he hod killed 
a brol' 
u man like himself, made 


in C'ti's image.

teaching, thus enforced by examples 
going so fur back in the history of the 
racc.,the business of murder and kill- 
ing should go on even in this twent- 
ieth century. How can we slop this 
terrible thing and turn the hearts 
of men from violence t peace and 
love? Is there any way of hoping to 
do this until we can bring to men 
nbove all htings a new sense of the 
sacredne.ss of their own lives?

New cases of influenza reporter; 


for the first week of 1940 numberet 
some 10,000 as compared with a five 
year median, for the corrseponding 
week of 2,423 cases. For more than 
a month cases have been increasing 
ot an accelerated pace.. 


Peak Conies Later 


Public health officials say there is 


no cause yet for national alarm. In 
the 1932-33 epidemic, 73,000 new cas- 


ply, but

To Cure The Flu 


WASHINGTON — If a doctor is 


not available, the Public Health 
Service suggests the following pre- 
cautions as a basis for home treat- 
ment of a flue patient: 


1. Go to bed at the first sign of 


illness and stay there for several 
days after your fever is gone, since 
.relapse is frequent. 


2. Drink water freely, stay on a 


liquid diet during the first few 
days and go on soft food about the 
fourth day: Then gradually re- 
turn to normal diet, 


3. Do not use cathartics; ene- 


mas are better than laxatives. 


4. Do not suppress coughs, but 


place all nasal and bronchail se- 
rections in disposable tissues. 


5. You may take a warm bath at 


the .onset of attack to relieve back, 
head and limb pains, but a warm 
bed and warm drink afterward arc 
essential. Execessive sweating is 
dangerous. 


6. Do not use medicines unless 


prescribed by a physician. 


Good nursing and rest in bed are 


the best methods of staving off com 
plications. Patients generally should 
be isolated; old people especially 
should be guarded against al pos-

Medical science has found no speci- 


'ic remedy or preventive, for.influenza, 
and its first cousin; the common cold. 


Flu is a suave faker. Even.'physi- 


cians cannot always diagnose indivi- 
dual cases, influenza or grippe in its 
early stages frequently being indis- 
tinguishable from a cold. To many peo- 
ple the only difference is one of se- 
verity. 


•Various vaccines, serums, prepared 
medicines and even alcoholic bever- 
ages have been urged as influenza 
preventives. The•' Public Health Ser- 
vice says there is no evidence that 
any of them may ward off the in- 
fection, and some may be definilelj 
harmful. 


Man is the carrier of influenza. So 


the fact that infected persons remain 
for a time in contact with the public 
plays a large part in flu's rapid and 
widespread distribution in epidemics 


Persons who toy to keep on their 


i'eet and "stick it out' contribtue the 
greatest number to the death roll 
because they-are walking storehouse 
of infection and frequently succum; 
due to unwarranted exertion.
